These Notes are intended to give instructions concerning die filing of amendments undo' Article 1 9. Tlie Notes are based on the 
requirements of flie Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instiuclions under that Treaty. In case of 
discrepancy between these Notes andihose requirements, the latter are ^licable. For more detailed infoimatiori, see also IhePCT 
Applicant's Guide, A piMicatioa of WIPO. 

In these Notes, "Article," "Rule" and "Section" refer to the provisions of the PCT, the PCT Regulations and the PCI 
Administrative Instructions, respectively. 

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the international search report and the written opinion of the International Searching 
Authority, one opportunity to amead the claims of the international ^pUcation. It should however be ercphasized that, since all parts 
of the international application (claims, description and drawings) maybe amended during the intemational preliminary examination 
procedure, there is usually no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants Ifae latter 
to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international 
publication. Furthermore, it should be en^ihasized that provisional protection is available in some States only (sse PCT Applicant 's 
Guide, Volume I/A, Annexes B 1 and B2). 

The attention of the applicant is drawn to .the feet that amendments to the claims under Article 19 are not allowed where the 
Intemational Searching Authority has declared, under Article 17(2), that no intanatiooal search report would be established (see 
PCT Applicant's Guide, Volume I/A, paragraph 296). 

What parts of the tntemational application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the intonational phase, the claims may also be amended (or futther amended) under Article 34 before flie International 
Prelinitnaiy Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under Article 34 before the 
Intmiational Preliminaiy Examining Audiority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the intemational application may be amended under Article 28 or, where 
^licable,Aiticle4l. 

When? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 1 6 months from the priority date, whichever time 
limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considoed as having been received on tine if th^ are 
received by the Inttmational Bmeau after the expiration of the applicable time limit but before the complotion of flie technical 
preparations for international publication (Rule 46. 1). 

Where not to file the amendments? 

The amendments may only be filed with the Intemational Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the Intemational 

Searching Authority (Rule 46,2). 

Where a demand for international preliminary exammation has been/is filed, see below. 

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of one or more of the claims 
asfiled. 

A replacement sheet must be sulxnitted for each she^ of the claims which, on account of an amendment or amendments, differs from 
the sheet orighially filed. 

AH the dainis appearing on a replacement dieet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is cancelled, no 
renumbering of the otfaa claims is required, hi all ernes where claims are renumboed, they must be lenumbcrcd 
oonsecutivdy (Section 205(b)). 

The amendments mnst be made in the language In which the tntuitational api^ication is to be puUished. 
What documents most/may accompany tht amendments? 
Letter (Section 205(b)) : 
The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published widi die intemational application and die amended dauns. It should not be confiised widi die 
"Statemantunder Article 19(1)" (seebdow, under "Statementunder Article 19(1)"). 

Tbe letter mnst be in English or French, at the choice of the applietnt However, if the langoage of the mtematiOBal appUcation 
is English, the letter must be hi Englidli; if the language of the intmiationa] application is French, the letter mnst be in French.

NOTES TO FORM PCT/ISA/220 (continued) 

The letter must indicate the diffeences between the daiiiis as ffled and die claims as amended. It must, in particular, indicate, in 
connection with each claim appearing in the intonational application (it betngtmdcrstood diat i<teatical indications conconing several 
clainis may be grouped), whetho: 

(i) the claim is unchanged; 

(ii) the claim is cancelled; 

(iii) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of Ae division of a claim as filed. 

The followimg examples illustrate the manner in which amendment must be explained in the accompanjing letter : 

1. [Where originaUy there were 48 claims and after amendnientofscmie claims there are 51]:

"Qaims 1 to 15 replaced by amended claims 1 to 1 1 ." 

3. [Where originally there were 14 claims and die amendments consist in canceling some claims and in adding new claims]: 
"Claims 1 to 6 and 14 unchanged; claims 7 to 13 canoslled; new claims 15, 16 and 17 added* or 

"Claims 7 to 13 cancelled; new claims 15, 16 and 17 added; all other claims michanged." 

4. [Where various kinds of amendments are made]: 

"Claims 1-10 unchanged; claims 1 1 to 1 3, 1 8 and 1 9 cancdled; claims 1 4, 1 5 and 1 6 replaced fay amended 
claim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amended claims 15, 16 and 17; new claims 20 and 21 added." 

"Statement under Artide 19(1)" (Rule 46.4) 

The amendmaits may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amendmotts and indicatmg any inq>act that such amendments 
might have on the description and the drawings (which cannot be amended imder Article 19(1)). 

The statement will be published wift the international application and the amended claims. 

It must be in the language in which the international aj^Ucatiiui is to be published. 

It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English w if translated mto English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the claims as filed and as amended. 
It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such' by a heading, preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 



It may not contain any disparaging commeDts on the international seardi report or the rdevance of citations contained in that report 
Reference to dtations, rdevant to a given daim, contained in the intemationa! search report may be made only in connection witli an 
amendment of tliat claim. 



Consequence if a demand for international preliminary examination has already been filed 

If, at the time of filing any amendments and any accompanying statement, under Article 1 9, a demand for intemationa] prdiminaiy 
examination has already been submitted, the applicant must pr^isrably, at the time of filing the amendments (and any statement) with 
the International Bureau, also file with the International Prdiminaiy Examining Authority a a^y of such amoidments (and of any 
statement) and, where required, a translation of such amendmoits for the procedure before diat Authority (see Rules 55.3(a) and 62.2, 
first sentence). For fiirther information, see the Notes to the demand form (PCT/IPEA/40 1 ). 

If a demand for intemationa] preliminaiy examination is made, the written opinion of die International Seardiing Authority will, except 
in certain cases where the International Prdiminary Examining Authority did not act as Intemational Searching Authority and where 
it has notified the Intemational Bureau under Rule 66. 1 bis(b), be considered to be a written opinion of the Intemational Preliminaiy 
Examining Authority. If a dsnand is made, die applicant may submit to die Intemational Preliminaiy Examining Audiority a rqily 
to die written opinion togedier, where appropriate, with amendments before die expiration of 3 months from the date of mailing ofFonn 
PCT/ISA/220 or before the escpiiation of 22 mondis fitun die priority date, whichever expires later (Rule 43£>u. 1 (c)).
